An  EPAosc.org  website  has  been  established  to  serve  as  a single  location  to  be  used  by 
Regions  6,  8 and  9 for  the  public  distribution  of  data  related  to  the  Gold  King  Mine 
Release.  So  far,  Region  8 has  used  the  website  to  distribute  site  photographs  and  important 
public  documents  such  as  Situation  Reports  and  data  updates.  Starting  August,  10,  2015, 
and  in  response  to  the  public’s  need  for  information,  an  interactive  mapping  tool  will  be 
posted  on  this  website  that  allows  the  public  to  obtain  a common  operating  picture  of  the 
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response.  Regions  6,  8 and  9 have  agreed  to  make  the  following  information  available  in 
this  mapping  tool  includes:  standard  base  maps,  the  location  of  waterways,  important  site 
features  such  as  the  location  of  the  release,  imagery  collected  from  the  ASPECT  aircraft, 
site  photographs,  sampling  and  monitoring  locations,  monitoring  data  and  analytical 
results.
